Minister of Reconstruction Rathenau 
is negotiating with Sir Bobert Home, 
chancellor of the exchequer, and with 
Officials of the bank of England for a 
loan of £0,000,000 pounds sterling to 
Germany, is was learned on high au~ 
thorlty today. It was understood Herr 
Rathenau would be given a. definite

In well informed quarters here the 


increase in th« value of the mark waa 
regarded as due merely to reports of 
Herr Rathenau's visit here, following 
closely upon that of Hugo Stlnncs, who 
reported to have come to "plough the 
ground," had left with some assur- 
ances that Herr Rathenau'a mission 
would succeed. 


The informant of The Associated 
Press polrted out that It was probable 
that the Germans saw in this move a 
means of disposing of large amounts 
of German marks on the rising mar- 
ket, thereby acquiring gold with which 
to meei the January and February re- 
parations installments. 


Although! it had been agreed that 


Germany's payment of 1,000.000,000 
gold marks last August was to be 
divided between Belgium and Eng- 
land, France took advantage. It -was 
said here, of the clause in that agree- 
ment, after payment had been made, 
to object to the division between Bel- 
gium and 
England on the 
grounds 


that tins expenses ot maintenance of 
the armies of occupation should first 
lie defrayed. As a unanimous agree- 
ment wae necessary -to the t iictuai 
handing over of the funds to the'Ih- 
dividuc.1 governments, France, it WM 
asserfe'i, thus balked over the actual 
distribution, and as a result the money 
is now in escrow.

Inasmuch as better openings have con- 
tinually offered. 
These facts have

ask larger sums which, elnco the tax 
ratio la by the charter limited to ontr 
per cent, it hat, been Increasingly 
difficult to grant. The pity budget, 
therefore is always a matter of com- 
promise, In which the various commis- 
sions receive not what they need but 
what It is possible under present con- 
ditions to give. 


A year ago the considerable increase 
In assessed valuation helped out a, situ- 
ation which otherwise would have been 
critical, but even with this, and some 
Outside sources oC revenue which a 
little exceeded the estimates, the regu- 
lar work of the city has been hamper- 
ed. The comhij year the increase In 
assessed valuation will not be large, 
and the City council, which on Tues- 
day evening next •..-ill receive the 
board estimates, will have before It a 
task of difficulty In making an equit- 
able division ot the revenues, which 
to cover the situation must be stretch- 
ed thin and 
applied 
Judiciously—

trusted to do. 
Outs We tho Regular Budget. 


The above refert entirely 
to the 


routine expenditures ot tho city, for 
regular items of maintenance. Then; 
are other expenses which cannot In 
the nature of things be met out of 
th« current tax levy of any year; and 
for these, bonds can under trie pro- 
visions of the charter be Issued. An 
example ot juch bonds is the Issue 
presently to be mu.de for tho lower 
Chestnut street pavement, now under 
construction.

There Is no need (or consideration o( 
the two smaller and mote centrally- 
located parks, Blnce the expense at 
maintenance ot one will not be large 
and that of tho other la assured by 
the munificence of the giver. More- 
over, they arc not adapted to the larg- 
er recreational purposes which by lo- 
cation and extent the Ncahua and 
Wilber parks jneUtably suggest. The 
resolution of the Chamber of Com- 
merce meeting proposes a bond issue 
of 126,000 for Improvements in these 
tivo parks; and doubtless all readers I 
of The Star have read tho report of' 
the commltfee and know what would 
bo done with the. money. It is cer- 
tainly true that Oneonta, with auch
